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AMENDMENT IN THE CLAIMS 

Claim 1 (currently amended): 
A mop head comprising: 

a mop head coupling element; 

at least two cords, said at least two cords being separate and non-interwoven, each 
of said at least two cords comprising a plurality filaments twisted together into a bundle, 
each of a said plurality of filaments are of a denier from about 0.02 to about 0.99 ^each of 
said plurality of filaments are split and comprise a core member, a plurality of projections 
emanating from the core member and a wedge-shaped insert disposed between every 
other projection; and 

each of said plurality of filaments is a filam e nt form e d by e xtruding a pree^fser 
ma terial to form a precursor filament and treating oaid precursor filament to oplit to 
compris e a cor e m e mber, a plurality of proj e ctions emanating from said cor e m e mb e r, 
and a wedge Dhap e d insert disposed betw e en e v e ry other proj e ction; and 

wherein each of said at least two cords includes at least one end and further 
wherein e ach of said at least two cords ar e bundl e d together at th e ir e nds and ar e is 
secured to said mop head coupling element.

The mop head of claim 1 , wherein each of said plurality of filaments pr e cursor mat e rial is 
a combination of polyester and nylon. 

Claim 42 (currendy amended): 

The mop head of claim 4 1 , wherein each of said plurality of filaments said pr e cursor 
material is about 70 percent to about 90 percent polyester and about 10 percent to about 
30 percent nylon. 

Claim 43 (previously presented): 
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The mop head of claim 42, wherein each of said at least two cords includes two ends 
which are each secured to said mop head coupling element forming each of said at least 
two cords into a loop.

Claim 46 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 1 , wherein each of said at least two cords is treated with at least 
one solution of the group consisting of an antibacterial solution, a fungicide, a cleaning 
solution, a deodorant, a perfume and a coloring agent. 

Claim 47 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 1, wherein from about 1,000 to about 50,000 filaments are twisted 
together to form each of said at least two cords. 

Claim 48 (currently amended): 
A mop head comprising: 

a mop head coupling element; 

at least two cords, said at least two cords being separate and not woven together 
from about 2 to about 500 cords , each of said at least two cords comprising a plurality of 
filaments twisted together into a bundle from forming said cord, each of a said plurality 
filaments are of a denier from about 0.02 to about 0.99^ and being of a filament that is 
spun extruded from a precursor material comprising a combination from about 70 percent 
to about 90 percent polyester and about 10 percent to about 30 percent nylon, acid treated 
to comprise a core member, a plurality of projections emanating from the core member, 
and a wedge-shaped insert disposed between every other projection; and 

each of said plurality of filam e nts is a filament form e d by spin extrudin g-a 
pr e cursor material comprising a combination from about 70 p e rc e nt to about 90 p e rcent 
polye s ter and about 10 percent to about 30 percent nylon to form a precursor filament, 
acid tr e ating said pr e cursor filam e nt to split said precursor filament to comprise a core 
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member, a plurality of projections emanating from said ooro member, and a wedge 
sh aped ins e rt disposed b e tween ev e ry other proj e ction; and 

wherein each of said at least cords includes an e nd that is secured to said mop 

head coupling element. 

Claim 49 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 48, wherein each of said at least two cords is treated with at least 
one solution of the group consisting of an antibacterial solution, a fungicide, a cleaning 
solution, a deodorant, a perfume and a coloring agent. 

Claim 50 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 48, wherein from about 1 ,000 to about 50,000 filaments are 
twisted together to form each of said at least two cords. 

Claim 51 (currently amended): 
A mop head comprising: 
a surface; 

at least two cord s, said at least two cords being separate and not woven together , 
each of said at least two cords comprising a plurality of filaments twisted together into a 
bundle forming said cord, each of a said plurality filaments are of a denier from about 
0.02 to about 0.99^- and being of a filament that is spun extruded from a precursor 
material comprising a combination from about 70 percent to about 90 percent polyester 
and about 10 percent to about 30 percent nylon, acid treated to comprise a core member, 
a plurality of projections emanating from the core member, and a wedge-shaped insert 
disposed between every other projection; and 

each of said plurality of filam e nts is a filament form e d by spin e xtrudin g-a 
pr e cursor material comprising a combination from about 70 percent to about 90 perc e nt 
polyester and about 10 p e rc e nt to about 30 percent nylon to form a procuroor filam e nt, 
acid treating said precursor filament to split s aid precursor filament to compri s e a core 
me mber, a plurality of proj e ctions emanating from said core member, and a wedg e 
ahaped insert disposed between every other projection; and 
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wherein each of said at least two cords includes an end that is secured to said 

surface. 

Claim 52 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 51 , wherein about 2 to about 500 cords are secured to said 
coupling element. 

Claim 53 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 5 1 , wherein from about 1 ,000 to about 50,000 filaments are 
twisted together to form each of said at least two cords. 

Claim 54 (previously presented): 

The mop head of claim 51, wherein each of said at least two cords is treated with at least 
one solution of the group consisting of an antibacterial solution, a fungicide, a cleaning 
solution, a deodorant, a perfume and a coloring agent. 
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
